this matter. The trouble with 
the adulterer is that he is a 
sinner by nature just like every 


other man and- woman, like 
every child ever _ born. The 
blood of Jesus Christ is the on. 
jy remedy and all of us need 


tha alike. I told incident after 
incident ‘of people that I knew 
who had been saved from terri- 
Hle sin by the blood of Christ. 

The conviction on the people 
was terrific. The choir sang one 
short verse of a song before 
anyone came, and then we stop. 
ped the singing, and while I 
talked quietly, strong men and 
women began to break away 
from their seats and come 
down the aisles claiming Christ. 
There were tears, reconciliation, 
and mighty evidence of the pre. 
sence of God. 

I tried a time or two to close 
the invitation, but conviction was 
so deep, others asked for prayer 
and Bro. Ownmbey plead with me 
to give them another chance. When 


I did, thinking in my heart.that 
we would only sing one other 
verse, then someone else would 


come with such remarkable evi. 
dence of the power of God that 
we would sing another. The ser- 
vice lasted until about eleven be. 
fore the benediction, and then 
we had a time of prayer and 
praise after the benediction. 
Eighteen people came forward 
Most of them were adults, fine 
men and women. 

Conviction was 60 strong on 
the people that lost sinners. 
grown men with families, stood 


about and waited until the last 


of the Christians should leave, 
waiting evidently to be talked to 
about ‘their souls. We often 
have men who will not accept 
Christ because they say they 
don’t feel right. they are waiting 
for feeling, ttc. But last night 
one man was so shaken that he 
could hardly control himself and 
said that he was so moved by 
the sermon that he harly dared 
to come for fear that the feel. 

Mrs. Rice was 
talking to him, showed him from 
the Bible that people were saved 
simply by believing, whetlier 
they had the feeling or not, and 
he trusted the Lord and came 
with a happy shining face and 
his daughter with him. Both 
claimed the Lord and both join. 
ed the church for baptism. 

One lost man stood and trem- 
bled and tears came in his eyes 
again and again. His boy. 
twelve years old, had never made 
a profession, but *stood and held 
his hands and begged him to 
come and claim Christ. I believe 
that the child settled he 
matter in his own heart as he 
stood and plead with tears for 
his father to aecept Christ 
though the father went away lost 
as far as we could tell. 

Although most of those saved 
were grown Men and women, 
one remarkable case was of a boy 
hardly eight years old. He 
begged his mother again and 
again to allow him to come to 
the front, told her that he 
wanted ‘*to trust God.”’ At 
first his mother could hardly 
believe the child was old enough 
to be saved, ‘but as he plead and 
insisted, his tears and earnest. 
ness finally convinced her and 
she tame with him. The little 
fellow sobbed until he could hard. 


ly talv, until hetold me he had 
trusted Christ. Afterward his 
face was bright and a ie sweet 
smile was on his face. There 
seemed every evidence that 
he had got the same peace that 
older sinners get when i they 


trust in Christ for salvation and I 
remembered that the Lord Jesus 


said, ‘‘Suffer the little children 
to come unto me, and (forbid 
them not; for of such is the 
kingdom of God.”’ 

One woman, saved last night 
said when she came, “Brother 


Rice, I never made a start as a 
Christian, but I have had lots of 
trouble, lots of sickness, and I 
have decided I would trust 
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Jesus.”” Her sad face was made 


happy. 

Five of those who came joined 
the Central Avenue Baptist 
OChureh and practically all the 
others joined the Bible Baptist 
Church.
